A system of ventilating farm bins 
th at prevents heat dam age to stored 
grain has been devised by the I’ntled 
States 
D epartm ent 
of 
A griculture. 
The system involves the use of wood 
and wire ventilators th a t can be con­ 
structed on the farm at a cost of 
about $10 to equip a bln of 1,000 
bushels capacity. 
T he m onetary loss from dam aged 
grain during the past few years is es­ 
tim ated at around $2,000,000 a year, 
the departm ent says. 
During a six- 
m onths period 4% per cent of the re­ 
ceipts at K ansas City m arket graded 
one or more grades lower on account 
of heat damage, It Is pointed out. 
Avoid Wheat Damage. 
Department investigators show th at 
much of the dam age to wheat could 
be avoided by b etter system s of farm 
storage, and th at such farm storage 


Ventilated Wheat Bin, Giving View» 
of Ventilators in 
Position. 


Improvem ent is essential to the suc­ 
cess of the m ethods of harvesting 
and handling the crop now' practiced 
^by many furiu**rs. 
These m ethods of 
harvesting and handling grain facili­ 
ta te 
time 
and 
lessen 
expense, 
but 
much of the early threshed 
wheat 
w hether harvested 
with 
a Combine 
harvester or threshed from the bun­ 
dles is not in condition for safe stor­ 
age, the departm ent says. 
The grain m ust be fully ripe and 
dry when threshed if it is to be stored 
safely. 
Its storage condition is not 
safe If threshed before It le quite 
ripe, if ripened prematurely and made 
tough by heavy dew or rain, or when 
threshed from either bundles or stacks 
while wet from recent rain, although 
dry before the rain came.

The ventilators 
placed across the bln connect with 
openings in the sides of the bin. and 
those standing upright rest at the 
bottom on horizontal ventilators, and 
extend above the wheat at the top. 
In all cases the ventilators should be 
placed not more than three feet apart. 
Field tests of the ventilating sys­ 
tem were made last year with good 
results. 
In one Instance the wheat 
had 
a moisture content of 10 per 
cent when it went into the ventilated 
bin and at the end of 74 days came 
out with a moisture content of only 
14.3 per cent.

These are the silver cradle p resen t­ 
ed (to M arie Louise 
by the city 
of 
P aris, the pony carriage ordered bv 
the g re a t N apoeion for ¡his kid, and 
the m ysterious watch fob which the 
Aiglon alwray s w» re—>and W'hich, 
in 
turn, th e A rchduke Rudolph, sonand 
heir of th e late Em peror Francis Jo­ 
seph, always wore, him self a tragic 
ycirth, m ysteriously killed at Meyer- 
ling. 
Sm all th in g s, you say? 
I h e w ar began from A ustria. Of all 
the c< unit ríe« suffering from th e w ar, 
A u stria Wa m ost 
dim inished, losing 
te rrito ry , population, and the afflu- 
-m-e 
f her woMd’s city of Vienna. 
Y et it is A u stria, ail the sam e, wihieh 
the alllms are most willing to help!

F irs t— V asty celebrated in its day 
(and still w d l known in F rance) is 
the silv er cradle presented to M arie 
Isolds** by the city of P aris w hen the 
prince im perial was born.

m agnitidient 
m onum ent 
of 
m etal, moulded and carved, in great 
p a rt heavily gilded, is the w-ork 
of 
three F rench m asters of the Em pire 
period— Prudhom , R ognet and Odiot. 
M. De M ontbel, tirst h isto rian of the 
A iglon, th u s begins his description 
of th e silver cradle: 
“ It has the form of a »hip, triu m p ­ 
hantly sailing, surrounded by alleg o r­ 
ical figures”. 
Poor babe, 
the 
g rea t N apoleon’s 
babe, triu m p h an tly saifling! The ship 
reat« on a heavy silver foundation. A t 
the head a silver canopy arises. Over 
it sp read s protecting w ings of a silv­ 
er s ta tu te of Victory, holding 
two 
crow n in its hands. 
T he sleeping babe w as shaded by 
go Id-threaded 
si k 
cu rta in s, falling 
lrom th e silver canopy below th e Vic­ 
tory, 
A t th e ship’s brow (th e babe’s 
fe e t’ a si ver eagle wa tches th e babe’# 
face, its w ings closed tran q u illy . 
This 
precious 
silver 
m onum ent 
(w hose intrinsic and h isto ric value is 
im m ense) had been le ft behind her in 
P aris by M arie Louise wTien, at the 
fall o f Napoleon, her husband, she re ­ 
turned to her girlhood’s hom e in the 
court of Vienna. 
The silver 
cradle 
w a( heavy and bulky. 


One 
day 
King 
Louis X V III 
of 
F rance cam e aeróse th e cradle 
and 
the u g h t th a t the babe m ig h t need it. 
So he sent it to M arie Louise along 
with an o th er bulky g ift of the Paris 
m unicipality which she had sim ilarly 
forgotten 
(all her other belongings, 
g ifts, econom ies and g ra fts accum u­ 
lated in P aris she »had ta k e n 
back 
home w ith her carefu lly ). 
It was a 
vast tra v e lin g toiot valise, filled with 
all kinds of silver and c u t g lass uten­ 
sils. 
D uring a cholera epidem ii 
in 


Vienna, 
y ears 
later, 
M arie L o u itt 
sold th e to ile t valise 
to th e 
gold­ 
sm ith K leinm uscher, for the benefit 
t i 
sufferers. 
Then »he tho u g h t of 
the silvei cradle (Which had 
come 
along, by slow freig h t, w ith tihe bag) 
and looked it up. 
W hen she found it 
she sent 'it to her icon, the A iglon, in 
his palace. 
The Aiglon was alread y grow n up. 
•He was the Sad Prince, near to his 
death, whom 
we 
know' in the play. 
W ith melancholly, 
he 
contem plated 
the triu m p h al cradle, w ith its victory 
holding tw o crow ns! 
He kept it tw o days, »then sent it 
to the im perial tre a su ry —so near to 
the H ofberg tonwbs, in »the Capuchin 
chapel. 
“ My cradle will be near my tom b ', 
he «aid. 
The second French souvenir whicu 
A ustria is sending back to F rance is 
th e pony-carriage 
w'hich »the G reat 
Napoleon ordered fo r his kid. 
It was several years building, and 
is, in fact, a m arvelous little model, 
in reduced size 
for 
a child, of th e 
then classic French carrosse de gala, 
or parade carriag e. 
M ounted on the 
fam ous “eiight sp rin g s", it is made 
to be draw n by twro g oats or two pon- 
iii>. 
It is an open ca rriag e, wi.tih “ te r­ 
race” in the rear fo r a standing lack­ 
ey— who would 
have 
to drive 
the 
goats, because the d riv er’s seat 
in 
fro n t was replaced by a g reat silver 
ta g le , heavily gilded. 
The gilding is 
indeed, 
so 
heavy,

the eagle 
seem» all gold today, still. N apoleon’s 
»oai could never get aw ay from 
th at 
sign of th e eagle! 
Aiiglon! 
Son of the E agle! 
King Louis X V III, one day when 
he thought of it, send on from I^aris 
to M arie Lotliae in Vienna, th e g oat 
or pony ca rria g e Which the* g re a t 
Napoleon had ordered for his kid— 
ju st like the solver cradle. 
In t»ho palace grounds of Schoen- 
brunn, the boy rode around in it, be­ 
hind 
two 
A ustrian 
g oats— a 
few 
tim e. 
But tihe A u strian 
politicians 
did n ot like the big go»ld eagle. T hey 
did not like the arm s of th e French 
Em pire — though it exjsted no longer. 
So they dem obilized the goats, and 
sent th e sim ply perfect little French 
carro sse de gala to th e im perial c a r­ 
riage house of sta te vehicles. 
T here, fo r a hundred years, ex a ct­ 
ly, it stood betw een the old golden 
ca rria g e of M aria T heresa and a lit­ 
tle w hite-enam eled go-cart which had 
been, the plaything of M arie A ntoin­ 
e tte as ,* crtild! 
Is it not a touching coincidence? 
This p lay cart of the A u strian p rin ­ 
cess guillotined in F rance, beside th e 
pony-carriage of the 
French 
prince 
dying in A ustria! 
The third relic of N apoleon’s son, 
which A u stria

France, is a tiny object, curious and 
m ysterious, which R ostland used 
to 
build up a stro n g

PLUMED KNIGHTS STILL RIDE THE 
LISTS IN MARYLAND AND VIRGINIA 


Charge, Sir Knight! 
A 
flourish at 
trumpets, a cheer 
from tihe stands, a furious elatering 
of hoofs. 
Down the lists 
headlong 
gallops the Knight 
of 
the 
Gold* n 
Star, his lance sharp and steady, his 
eyes fixed Upon the goal ahead. 


No, gentle 
reader, 
you have not 
been carried back to the Middle Ages; 
you ihave not been transported to the 
gentle and joyous passage-at-arms at 
Ashby de la Zouche. 
The lists men 
tioned above may 'be found any Sat­ 
urday or holiday these summer weeks 
in, say Bel Air, Md., and the Knight 
of the Golden Star is probably 
sophomore at Johns Hopkins Univer­ 
sity. 
Political conventions may come and 
go, revolutions may brew and bubble, 
the younger generation in the great 
cities may fly into the face of Provi­ 
dence 
in tihe quiet green heart 
of 
Maryland, in the 
northern 
part of 
Virginia, chivalry survives in all ite 
outward form-. 
The tournamnet survives, is popu­ 
lar, is growing in favor. 
In Mary­ 
land they hold them in the southern 
hill country, in the mountains of the 
north, in the flat expan-e of tin* Eas­ 
tern Shore. 
One is held each year in 
a town 
thirty 
nfinotes’ 
drive from 
Baltimore. 
This curious persistence of an an­ 
cient sport and an 
abandoned code 
may surprise many who live north of 
Mason and Dixon’s lint'. Before seek­ 
ing the causes and describing 
the 
modem aspect of <fie tournament 
may be* well to examine briefly 
its 
origin and development. 
Tournament, as applied to th* mod­ 
em sport, is a misnomer. What 
meant is tilting or “running at 
the 
ring”. 
The tourney in its primitive 
state was invented in the ninth cen­ 
tury, 
Running at the ring was 
an 
outgr* wth, and wa*- first practiced, it 
•« believed, at the beginning of the 
seventeenth * entury. Used as a means 
of training for the 
m ire strenuous 
and exacting joust, tilting at 
rings 
lapsed into a rural pastime in 
Eng 
land ami died out elsewhere with the 
fall of chivalry. 
Ju st when the sport was introduced 
into the American col onies te uncer­ 
tain. 
Some hietoi ians 
are 
of the 
opinion that it was established by the 
c a v alie rs in tin earliest day of settle­ 
ment. 
One vague aecount is given of 
a 
Mlting 
Held 
in Charle* 
County. 
Maryland, early in the 
seventeenth 
century. 
The scanty data to lx had on 
tfh*. 
subject art- hard to explain. There i 
evidence that the tournament was the 
favorite 
outdoor 
amusement in all 
parts of the South for a long period. 
Yet it is bare|f mentioned in only a 
few of the many books which have 
been written 
on social life and cus­ 
toms in the South. 
The two decades preceding the <\v- 
il W ar were 
the halcyon 
days < f 
southern 
chivalry, 
a:.d 
it was 
in 
these days that the tournament flour- 
ifched. 
The southern gentlemen was 
constantly on horseback and it was 
natural that he 
should 
patronize a 
sport which required 
th«- 
greatest 
skill in 
horsemanship. 
He 
valued 
highly the prize of victory, he train­ 
ed himself to wlin. 
And the training 
helped as much as anything to make 
him the dashing cavalryman of 
the 
Civil War. 
Local traditions 
at 
least 
uphold 
those who assert that the tournament 
was brought over by the cavaliers. At 
Prince Frederick, 
Calvert 
County. 
Md., they 
will hold 
this 
summer 
what is said to be the two hundred 
and seventy-third annual tournament. 
Not a year, the wise old men of the 
community say, has been rrtissed. At 
old 
Herring 
Creek 
church, 
Anne 
Arundel County, they say the 
first 
tournam ent 
was 
held nearly three 
centuries ago. 
Evidence to su bstan­ 
tiate either claim seems lacking, but 
the claim is there. 
In fact, the wide­ 
spread popularity ol the tournament 
is generally believed to have been 
a 
direct result of the tremendous vogue 
of 
the 
novels 
of Sir Walter Scott. 
Much of the code of southern chival­ 
ry grew' up as a result of the ideals 
and ¡ideas propagated by the roman­ 
tic Sir Walter. 
This code has outliv­ 
ed the World War and may be heard 
today, thundered forth 
by 
country 
politicians and echoed 
at 
all public 
dinners and functions in the 
South. 
In 1839 the earl of Eglington stag­ 
ed a tturncy with knights in 
armor 
and broken nc-ad.> 
and 
everything. 
William Giimor of Maryland was 
a 
guest at the 
tourney. 
Vastly 
im­ 
pressed, he put on a show of his own 
when he returned to his estate, “The 
Vineyard’’, on the York road just out­ 
side of Baltimore. 
The 
gentry and 
rustic flocked from miles around and 
the puissant knights rode 
gallantly 
a t a wooden dummy. 
Thus was set the 
fashion 
which 
raged until the w ar intervened. There 
is record of 
a 
splendid 
tilting 
at 
Dougihregan 
Manor, the 70,000-acre 
estate of the Carrolls. 
The 
passion 


for tilting was strongest in Maryland 
and Virginia, but th** practice 
was 
common at this time throughout the 
South. 
The war broke up organised socie- 
jty in the South for the time being, 
¡but such was the fondness .for 
the 
j tournament that the greatest gather­ 
ing on record, as far as the writer 
has been able to discover, was at a 
tournament held at Front Royal, Va­ 
in 1806. Then thousand persons 
as­ 
sembled at tihe lists. 


After the war 
democracy entered 
the sport. 
Before the war, if was 


monopolized more or less by the leis­ 


ure class, it was the sport of fash­ 


ionable persons. 
Today a broad spir­ 
it of fraternity is seen at the tourna­ 
ments; the son of the local Sir Roger 
de Coveriey is followed 
on the field 
by the son of the village blacksmith. 
The mechanics 
of the sport have 
remained practically unchanged since 
the begin nig. 
A 
level 
stretch 
of 
ground 
twenty-five 
or 
thirty 
feet 
wide 
is 
chosen, 
preferably in a 
mooth 
meadow. 
Three 
upright 
Ijeums are set up at equal intervals on 
the lists, usualy 
one 
hundred and 
twenty yards long. 
The beams sup­ 
port cross-bars, from which hang nar­ 
row iron rods. 
The 
rods hold thi­ 
rings and ae -o arranged that 
the 
h e ig h th of the ring from the ground 
may Ik- adjusted to the h e ig h t of the 
horse and rider. The rings are one 
and one-quarter inches 
m diameter 
r ad are usually set about six and one- 
half feet above ground. 
At the right side of the lists is a 
dais for the lod of the tour­ 
ney, the judges and the guests 
of 
honor. 
At tihe left side are the band 
and, grandstand and bleachers. 
The knight marshal, assisted 
by 
his aid, is in 
full 
authority on the 
grounds. He passes ujx>n the eligibil­ 
ity of the entrants, who must qualify 
professionals, that is, persons who 
tour tine country side and tilt with an 
. ye on the money prizes, or amateurs, 
who tilt for honor. 
As 
in 
the old 
times, a knight may be barred for 
vi dation of the rules of conduct. 
The tournament begins with 
the 
charge to the kifights, delivered from 
the dais by Che lord of the tourney, 
who is usually the greatest man, lo­ 
cally .peaking, present and who i-, 
n several occasions each summer, 
the governor of Maryland. 
T h w practice course* are run 
by 
nch entrant, in order to accustom 
him to tht- gr< unds. 
Then each 
en­ 
tra n t runs three course« in earnest. 
Ynd tlhese Marylander- 
and Virgin­ 
ians can ride! 
Boys in short trous­ 
ers compete on equal terms with men 
whose hair :is gray, and the one fail­ 
ing to take off all nine rings on the 
point of his lance, has small chance 
for the prize. 
“Sir Knight, prepare 
to eha ge!" 
shouts tihe knight marshal. 
“Are you ready, sir k n ig h t?” 
“Then charge, sir knight!’’ 
A bugle blare-, the 
knight urges 
his horse to a gallop, rf.ses in ‘he sad­ 
dle, hugs the short lance ur ier 
his 
arm and catches the ring fairly, just 
at the rise of his horse. He takes an­ 
other and a third, the crowd applauds 
heartily, 
the 
band 
plays 
Barney 
Google”. 
Perhaps several are tied for 
first 
place. In that case 
rings 
one-half 
inch in diameter are hung up 
and 
three more courses are run. 
It is 
a 
common thing for the victor to take 
off nine of these tiny rings in succes­ 
sion. 
At the close 
of 
the 
tilting, 
the 
fourteen victors ride to the dais to be 
Congratulated by the lord of tihe tour­ 
ney. 
The 
professionals, 
like 
the 
knights e rra n t of the Middle 
Ages 
who went about 
casting challenges 
and laying wagers, receive their s<or 
did wage. 
Sometimes the first prize 
is $10, 
sometimes 
it is $100. 
The 
am ateurs receive' 
pasteboard boxes 
containing pasteboard crowms. 
The 
victor takes the box on the point of 
iid-s lance*, rides along the lists, and 
lays the box at the feet of the blush­ 
ing giid—yes, girls still blush on oc­ 
casion in Southern Maryland—w’ho is 
to be for a day “ Iua Heine de la Beau- 
te et des Amours”. 
Theree is a suppeer at the nearest 
church 
or 
town 
hall, whereat tihe 
rtdcrs are toasted in lemonade. 
Af- 
icrwards comes the grand ball, begun 
by the “royal set”, in which the vic­ 
tors, Rowen-a, the six maids of hon­ 
or have the floor all to themselves. 
It was much the same in -the past, 
it is the same today, yes, but 
with 
what innovations and sidelights. The 
venodrs of refreshments do not cry 
version pies and ale, they sell orange 
pope and 
hot 
dogs. 
Many of 
the 
knights wear worn 
knickers, 
old, 
soiled shirts and cloth caps. Gentle­ 
men bet merely money, whereas 
in

d e n n a , by her tact, may well go 
on and make herself again Che center 
of culture and ca>e, of kindliness and 
pleasant living, which she was, norn 
the days of the Aiglon up to yester­ 
day. 
A ustria holds and will, naturally, 
continue to keep a thousand obj«**ts 
which bek*nged to the son of Napo­ 
leon. Such are the books which 
he 
loved, the furniture amide 
which he 
lived, the letters which he wrote, his 
clothe« and knick-knacks, study books 
and tu to rs’ exercise«, and then umer- 
(.us portraits 
of 
him 
which were 
painted as the lad grew up. 
All these belong to A ustria, 
be­ 
cause they originated in A ustria. 
But the three relics in question are 
different. 
They originated in France. 
They were carried to Vienna. France 
hajs olng desired them . 
F irst—V asty celebrated in its day 
(ami still well known in France) is 
the silver cradle presented to Marie 
Louise by the city of Paris when the 
prince imperial was born. 
This 
magnituiient 
monument 
of 
m etal, moulded and carved, in great 
part heavily gilded, is th e work 
of 
three French m asters of the Em pire 
period—Prudhom, Rognet and Odiot. 
M. De Montbel, tirst historian of the 
Aiglon, thus l**gins his description 
of the silver cradle: 
“ It has tihe form of a ship, trium p­ 
hantly sailing, surrounded by allegor­ 
ical figures”. 
Poor babe, 
the 
great Napoleon's 
bain*, trium phantly sailing! The ship 
rests on a heavy silver foundation. At 
the head a silver canopy arises. Over 
it spreads protecting wings of a silv­ 
er statute of Victory, holding 
two 
crown in it« hands. 
The sleeping babe was »haded by 
gold-threaded 
«ilk 
curtain«, falling 
from Oh** silver canopy below the Vic­ 
tory. 
At the ship's brow (the babe’s 
feet’ a siver eagle watches the babe’s 
face, its wings closed tranquilly. 
This 
precious 
silver 
monument 
(whose intrinsic and historic value is 
immense) had been left behind her in 
Paris by Marie Louise when, at the 
fall o f Napoleon, her husband, she re­ 
turned to her girlhood’s home in the 
court, of Vienna. 
The silver 
cradle 
was heavy and bulky. 


One 
day 
King 
Louis XVIII 
of 
France came across the cradle 
ami 
thought that thi babe m ight need it. 
So he sent it to Marie Ix>uise alonp 
with another bulky gift of the Paris 
m unicipality which she had sim ilarly 
forgotten (»11 her oither belongings, 
gifts, economies and g rafts accum u­ 
lated in Paris she had taken 
back 
home with her carefully). 
It was a 
vast traveling toiot valise, filled with 
all kinds of silver und cut glass uten­ 
sils. 
During a cholera epidemic 
in 


riage house of *tate vehicles. 
There, for a hundred years, exact­ 
ly, it stood between the old golden 
carriage of Maria Theresa and a lit­ 
tle white-enam eled go-cart which had 
been the plaything of Marie Antoin­ 
ette as a crtild!

This playcart of the A ustrian prin­ 
cess* guillotined in France, beside the 
pony-carriage of the 
French 
prince 
dying in A ustria! 
The third relic of Napoleon’s son 
which A ustria 
is sending hack 
tf 
France, is a tiny object, curious and 
m ysterious, which Rost land used 
to 
build up a strong 
situation of his 
play. 
It is the watch-fob which the Aig­ 
lon always wore, after Hrs eighteenth 
year. 
On his eighteenth birthday, he 
found it an his dressing table, a great 
oryal blue sapphire (rare tin t and a 
jewel of great price) engraved with 
the coat-of-arm s 
which 
'his grand- 
father, the Em peror of A ustria, had 
given him as Duke 
of 
Reichstadt. 
FumbJ.ng with 
it, he accidentally 
touched a hidden spring which made 
the jewel turn, and show on its other 
side—the arm s of the French empire 
of his father, the G reat Na|x»leon. 
The Aiglon wore it on the black 
silk ribbon which held his watch. He 
never quit it. 
He knew it to be the 
token of his fath er’s patilizan« (in 
France 
and 
all over 
Europe) that 
they were w'orking to set 'him upon 
Napoleon’s throne, his father’* son! 
He bad just one m aterial thing to 
go on. 
The gold part of the 
fob, 
which held the jewel, bore the poincen 
stam p (tiny die) of the French mint, 
guaranteeing fine gold, as has 
al­ 
ways been the custom. 
Who prepared (the jewelled mess­ 
age 
to Napoleon’s 
son 
which 
the 
lad’« 
death, 
shortly, 
made of no 
avail? 
It came to him from high up 
in France. 
O ther facts of the Great 
Plot have come out. 
Some day, the 
Historic story will be publish«*! 
how, 
but for 
untim ely death, Napoleon’s 
son would have been put upon NajH»!- 
eon’s throne. 
Like the Silver Cradle, 
the value of th e watch fob, both in­ 
trinsic and historic, is immense. 
One thing is certain. 
That other 
tragic prince, the Archduke Rudolph, 
son and hdir 
of

For sentim ental rea­ 
son*, he wore it continually, attached 
to a heavy chain bracelet.

This curious persistence of an an­ 
cient sport and an 
abandoned code 
may surprise many who live north of 
Mason and Dixon’s line. Before seek ­ 
ing the causes and describing 
lh< 
modern aspect of flu* tournament ;t 
may U* well to exam ine briefly 
it.** 
origin and development. 
Tournament, as applied to the m <1- 
ern sport, is a misnomer. What 
is 
meant is tilting or “running at 
the 
ring". 
The tourney in its primitive 
state was invented in the ninth cen 
tury. 
Running at the ring wa* 
an 
outgr* wth, and was first practiced, it 
•« believed, at the lieginning of the 
seventeenth century. Used h * a m e a n s 
of training lor the 
more strenuous 
and exacting joust, tilting at 
rings 
lapsed into a rural pastim e in 
Eng 
land ami died out elsewhere with the 
fall o f cMivalry. 
Just when the sport was introduced 
into the American colonies is uncer­ 
tain. 
Some historians 
are 
of th« 
opinion that it was established by the 
cavaliers in the earliest day of settle­ 
ment. 
One vague account is given of 
a 
tAlting 
held 
in Charles 
County, 
Maryland, early in the 
seventeenth 
century. 
The scanty data to la- had on 
fih 
subject are hard to explain. There i 
evidence that tlu tournament was the 
favorite 
outdoor 
am usem ent in all 
parts of the South for a S*ng period. 
Yet it is barely mentioned in only a 
few of the many b*>oks which ha*e 
been written 
on social life and c u s ­ 
toms in the South. 
The two decades preceding the <\v- 
il War were 
the halcyon 
days of 
southern 
chivalry, 
and 
it was 
n 
these days that the tournament flour­ 
ished. 
The southern genfilemen w i 
constantly on horseback and it was 
natural that he 
should 
patronize a 
sport which required 
the 
greatest 
skill in 
horsemanship. 
He 
valued 
highly the prize of victory, he train­ 
ed him self to W.n. 
And the training 
helped as much as anything to make 
him the dashing cavalrym an of 
the 
Civil War. 
Local traditions 
at 
least 
uphold 
those who assert that the tournament 
was brought over by the cavaliers. At 
Prince Frederick, 
Calvert 
County. 
Md., they 
w ill hold 
this 
summer 
what is said to 1m* the two hundred 
and seventy-third annual tournament. 
N ot a year, the w ise old men of the 
community say, h a s been rrtussed. 
At 
old 
Herring 
Creek 
church, 
Anne 
Arundel County, they say the 
first 
tournament 
was 
held nearly three 
centuries ago. 
Evidence to substan 
tiate either claim seem s lacking, but 
the claim is there. 
In fact, the wide 
spread popularity of the tournament 
is generally believed to have l>een 
direct result of the tremendous vogue 
of 
the 
novels 
of Sir W alter Scott 
Much of the code of southern chival­ 
ry grew up as a result of the ideals 
and lideas propagated by the roman 
tic Sir W alter. 
This code has outliv­ 
ed tht* World War and may be hear 
today, thundered forth 
by 
count* y 
politicians and echoed 
at 
all public 
dinners and functions in the 
South. 
In 1830 the earl of Eglington sta g ­ 
ed a tourney with knights in 
armor 
and bn ken neads 
and 
everything. 
W illiam Giimot of Maryland was 
a 
guest at the 
tourney. 
V astly 
im­ 
pressed, he put on a show of his own 
when he returned to his estate, “The 
Vineyard’’, on the York road just out­ 
side of Baltim ore. 
The 
gentry and 
rustic flocked from miles around and 
the puissant knights rode 
gallantly 
at a wooden dummy. 
Thus was set the 
fashion 
which 
raged until the war intervened. There 
is record of 
a 
splendid 
tolling 
at 
D oughregan 
Manor, the 70,000-acre 
estate of the Carrolls. 
The 
passion 


The war broke up organized socie­ 
ty in the South for the time being, 
but such was the fondness for 
the 
tournament that the greatest gather­ 
ing on record, as far as the writer 
has been able to discover, was at a 
tournament held at Front Royal, Va., 
in 18*15. Then thousand persons 
as- 
embled at the lists. 


A fter the war 
democracy entered 


the sport. 
Before the war, it 
was 


monopolized more or less by the leis­ 


ure clans, it was the sport of fash ­ 


ionable persons. 
Today a broad spir­ 
it of fraternity is seen at the tourna­ 
ments; the son of the local Sir Roger 
Coveriey is followed 
on the field 
by the son of the village blacksmith. 
The mechanics 
of the sport have 
remained practically unchanged since 
the beginnig. 
A 
level 
stretch 
of 
ground 
twenty-five 
or 
thirty 
feet 
wide 
i.i 
chosen, 
preferably in a 
mooth 
meadow. 
Three

beams are set up ad equal intervals on 
the lists, usualy

1.ad are usually set about six and one- 
half feet above ground. 
At the right side of the lists is a 
raised dais for the lod of the tour­ 
ney, the judges and the guests 
of 
honor. 
At tihe left side are the band 
•land, grandstand and bleachers. 
1 he knight marshal, assisted 
by 
his aid, is in 
full 
authority on the 
grounds. He passes up>n the eligib il­ 
ity of the entrants, who must qualify 
a- professionals, that is, persons who 
tour tthe country side ami tilt with an 
eye on the money prizes, or am ateurs, 
who tilt for honor. 
As 
in 
the old 
tim es, a knight may be barred for 
v i dart ion o f the rules of conduct. 
The tournament begins with 
the 
charge to the krfights, delivered from 
the dais by tlhe lord of the tourney, 
who is usually the greatest man, lo- 
ally : peaking, present arwl who is,

several occasion* each 
summer, 
the governor of Maryland. 
Three practice course* are run 
by 
ach entrant, in order to accustom 
him to the grounds.

\nd tfhe-e Marylanders 
and Virg:r.- 
ans can ride!
